The purpose of this memorandum is to inform theaMaint Planning Advisory Board of project
plans for Barton Springs Road. The project implet®ieand improves Route No. 64 of the City’s
adopted bicycle route system. The City of AustinyBle Master Plan was updated and adopted in
2009, per Ordinance No. 20090611-075. Upon theecbf this project the route will be completed.
Because of the adjacent park uses and other @traciemployers, private & public recreation,
restaurants, etc.), the project goal is to probidgcle to bicyclists of all skill levels.

Consistent with the 2010 Bond Election, the Pubidorks Department, Neighborhood
Connectivity Division, will make mobility improvemés to Barton Springs Road from Congress
Avenue to Lou Neff Road. The primary focus will toeeimprove bicycle and pedestrian mobility and
safety.

For thaitituse urban trail improvements, portions willede
to encroach into parkland (near Butler Park neatalmer event center, and Zilker Park near Barton
Creek).
